It is desirable, as well tor the advan- 
tage of France as lor that of the new continent, 
that the clamors of those Frenchmen should pre- 
vail in her cabinet, who have ever been anima- 
ted with thy love ol glory, and who seek withj 
earnestness a new and rich market lor their abuti-, 
dant industry. However tlie real -aspect ol the 
origuinal act may be considered in diplomacy, 
by which the independence ot Hay ti has been re- 
cognised. it has justified incontestibly the right

The Republic of Colombia, identifying with 
ours her principles in peace and in war, has 
concluded a treaty ol union, league and perpet 
ual confederation, which now solemnly ratified, 
is the inviolable pledge of harmony between two 
friendly countries alliedjiy nature. The squad- 
ron of Colombia was prepared to sail for our 
coast, in fulfilment of one ol the articles ofthe 
convention; but the recent success ofour arms 
rendered in the opinion of Government its arri- 
val unnecessary. 

The great victories of President Bolivar will 
hasten in Peru its anxiously desired organization. 
The independence ofthat prov ince was acknowl- 
edged at the time ofthe Protectorate of Gener- 
al San Martin, and since no minister appointed 
by any of tbe various p~o\ isionary governments 
of Peru has yet presented liimseli in Mexico. 

The Chief of the United Provinces ofRiodc 
la Plata has professed the firmest and most cor- 
dial friendship of that nation towards Mexico

I 
congratulate the Chambers mid the American 
Continent on the near approach of an event 
which history will record as the most important 
which perhaps may occur in the nineteenth 
century. 

And viewing the brilliant condition ofthe in- 
terior. new and important triumphs have height- 
ened the glory of the Republic. The Spanish 
squadron in the Pacific, which encouraged the 
hopes ot the government of Madrid, even after 
the campaign of Ayacucho, capitulated on the 
1st ol May, at MontPrey, in the Californias — 
augmenting our naval forces with the ship ofthe 
line Asia, now the Mexican Congress, and the 
brig of war Constance. The importance of this 
tact is incalculable in Politics, and morallv pre- 
sents considerations highlv honourable to Mix 
• c °— which was chosen among all the States 
which border on the great ocean, to receive the 
last spoils ofthe dying power of Spain in the 
spas ot America. The generosity ofthe Repub- 
lic, pledged to those uuforlunate persons vvhoa- 
dopted anew and better country, has paid them 
the dues ofthe Spanish government, which with- 
holds from all, its engagements, whi'st it de<- 
mands their sacrifices. 

The Chambers participate, at this moment, in 
the joy which transports me, remembering that 
at the end of four years of exertions and useless 
toils to effect the surrender of the famous Cas- 
tle ot San Juan de Ulloa, that flagis lowered 
which Cortes hoisted in the Mexican waters.

rous policy of the Spanish government, which, by 
regulations printed and circulated among tl e mili 
to ry chiefs of those frontiers, ordered the provoca- 
tion of war, i,i order to consummate their destruction. 
The government- has attempted to conciliate the 
Chiefs, by every measure of peace and lenity; and 
the sword will not be drawn except to punish re 
volts. The points of approximation to the enemy 
have been guarded, by an opportune detachment 
ol troops. The state of defence in Voucatan is very 
respectable, and thegovernment, from its vicinity 
to Cnha, has regarded with attention. These pre- 
cautions are not in vain, eveu though the physical 
and moral weakness of the enemy he evident. The 
injuries and disorganization of San Juan do Ullua 
are now repairing, so that the first port in the re 
puhlic may be maintained in perfect security.

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CONGRESS AT PANAMA. 

The primary topics to which the attention of 
the representatives in the congress at Panama 
will he directed, are these, as enumerated by the’ 
writers in the South American newspapers, and- 
quoted in the N. A. P.eview, 

I f o form a solemn compact, or league, hv 1 
which the states, whose representatives are pre- 
sent, will he bound to unite in prosecuting the 
war against their common enemy, Old Spiin, or) 
any other powers, which shall assist Spain in her; 
hvstile de-igns. or in any otherwise assume# the 
attitude of any enemy. 

2. Io draw up and publish a manifesto, set-; 
ting forth to the world the justice of their cause 
and the relations they desire to hold with other 
Christian powers. 

3. To form a convention of navigation and com- 
merce, applicable noth to the confederated 
states and to their allies. 

4. To consider the expediency of combining 
the forcesofthe republics, to free the Islands of 
Puerto Rico and Cuba from the yoke of Spam, 
and in such case, what contingent each ought to 
contribute for this end. 

0. To take measures for joining in a prose- 
cution of the war at sea, and on the coasts of 
Spain. 

6. To determine whether these measures 
shall also be extended to the Canary and Philip- 
me islands. 

7. To take into consideration the means of 
making effectual the declaration of the presi- 
dent ol the United States, respecting any ulteri- 
or designs of a foreign power to colonize any! 
portion ol this continent, and also the means of 
resisting all interference from abroad with the 
domestic concerns of the American governments.: 

8. To settle by common consent, the princi- 
ples of those rights ol nations which are in their 
nature controvertible. 

9. To determine on what footing shall be 
placed the political and commercial relations of 
those portions of our hemisphere which have ob- 
tained, or shall obtain their independence, hut 
whose independence, has not been recognized by 
any European or American power, as was fo r , 
many years the case with Uayti.
